RoMi;, Aug. Several hundred work- 

ingmeii trieii to aturt an anti-French riot 
yesterday, but were dispersed by tho po 
lice. Several were wounded and many ar- 
rested. At Genoa anti-French deinoustra 
bions were in progress and in Naples several 
oollisiona between the polioe and anti 
French ngitatora have taken place. Tho 
denionatrations were evidently intended to 
eoorce the govcrninent into demanding an 
apolopy from Fnmce for the attack upon tho 
Italians and the pnymeiit of an indemnity 
to conipiMisato the families of those Italians 
killed. The ii.ost serious outbreak of popu 
lar feeling ugainat the French occurred ir 
this uiiy l:ile last niKlit, when 
the iiMil) attempted to burn 
the Fn'iu'h eiiibiiHsy. .Some rioters carried 
cans (if |irlrril(iiiii, and attempted to carry 
out their ihn.utH t<j burn the cmbaaay, nni- 
witliHtaiiiliiiL; tlu! presence of aoliiioru. The 
Boldicri" charged upon them, but it was not 
until several charges were made that they 
began to retreat, lighting ail the time. 
Forty-five rioters were arrested. Many of 
tho mob were wounded by s ibers. Rioting 
iu the provincial towns was only quelled by 
the use of troops, the police being utterly 
powerless to hai cllo the mob, 

Tho popular ferment arising from the 
Aigues-Mortes ullair shows no sign of sub- 
sidence. The agitasion is spreading in the 
provinces. At Milasczo, on tho north 
coast of tho island of Sioily, a mob lust 
night paraded the streets and acted in a 
most disorderly manner. Finally the lead- 
era of the rioters proposed that an attack be 
made upon the French consulate, and the 
proposal was greeted withahoutsofupproval. 
Arming thenSaelvea with stones and other 
missiles the mob marched to the consulate 
and smashed every window in tho building. 
The escutcheon of France, over the door, 
was torn down and taken possession of by 
some of tho mob. An attempt was then 
made to burn it, but tho police, somewhat 
tardily, arrived, and drove tho rioters off. 
Some of tho oflicors espied tho escutcheon 
and rushed into the crowd and 
recaptured it. This attack is likely to fur- 
ther complicate tho trouble. There was a 
renewal of tho rioting at Genoa during 
which an omnibus was totally wrecked. Tho 
agitation in (lenoa, though nominally direct- 
ed against tho French, ia said to actually bo 
the work of anarchists who are ever ready 
to make a rio'.oua demonstration. Troops 
have boon sent to Genoa to assist the au- 
thorities there to prevent a recurrence of 
tho riotii.g. 

Tho Italian Government is toking steps to 
punish tho ofliciuls who are held responsible 
for not preventing rioting in this city. Tho 
attempt by the mob to burn tho French 
enibiis.sy iu this city, in revenge for tho 
massacre by Frenchmen of a number of 
Italians employed at Aiguea-Mortes, France, 
has opened the eyes of tho Government more 
fully to the fact that international complica- 
tions were more than Hkely to grow 
out of ' the disturbances. To-day Signer 
Gioletti, the prime minister, and 
minister of the interior, issued a decree 
ordering tho suspension from oflico of Scnor 
Galenda, prefect of Home ; .Signer .Sandri, 
ohief of police, and Signor Majuetti, inspcc 
tor of police in the district in which tlio 
French embassy is situated, Tho suspen- 
sion of these oflicials is duo to their failure 
to mi\intain order. Sicnnr Gioletti has 
also appointed a coniniiltec of inciiiiry to 
determine who is answerable for the failure 
to carry out the inatructious in regard to 
tho rioting given by the ministers. 

Paris, Ai:i!. '22. — Sig. Kesseman, Italian 
minister, called upon Premier Dupuy to-day 
ani informed him of the feeling aroused in 
Italy by tho Aigues-Mortes affair. At tho 
same time ho expressed regret that such 
bitter anti-French manifestoes had been 
iaaued in Italy, and that the French con- 
sulate at Messina had been attacked and 
injured by the rioters. 

Signor Ressnan, Italian ambassador to 
France, h id another interview this morning 
with M. Dupuy, prime minister and minis- 
ter of foreign all'aiis. This evening M. 
Dupuy received the Mayor of Alguoa 
Mortea, who baa been called upon to make 
a full report as to the recent killing of 
Italians at that place. 

Tho Rome correspondent of the Central 
Nows says that tho French Government has 
promised to give Italy complete satisfaction 
for tho Agues-Mortes massacre. Tho 
families of tho victims, as well as tho work- 
ingmen compelled by the anti-Italian agita- 
tion to leave tho district, will be fully in- 
demnified. The acting prefect at Rome has 
issued orders forbidding all public 
gatherings and the ooUeoting of crowds 
on street corners or in open spaces. The 
antt-Frenoh agitators have combined their 
demonstrations in Naples and Turin. 

According to a somi-oflicial announcement 
made this evening. Admiral Hrin, minister 
of foreign affairs, has instructed Signor Bcs- 
semanii, Italian anibiissudor to Franco, to 
inform tin; L''reiich i^'ovcrnment that in view 
of its Hpoiitaiienus diHrniaaal of the mayor of 
Agues-Mortes, the Italian government, ap- 
preciating tho friendly disposition thus 
aliown, and placing complete con- 
tidenco in the eliicient and impartial 
action nf tho French magistracy, for tho 
punishment of the guilty parties, ia happy 
to be able to consider tho incident satisfac- 
torily closed.

.Mr. .Sevtiiii Would bike to See ii Tax 
I'm (Ju Them. 

London, Aug. 12'-'. — An intcreating de. 
bato took [ilace in tho Ilouao of Commons 
to-day on a proposal made by tho Right 
Hon. John Morley, ohief secretary for 
Ireland. This proposition was offered an 
an amendment to tho Ilome Rule bill, and 
provided that tho Irish Parliament should 
bo forbidden to impose liabilities 
or confer privileges on anybody 
on account of parentage or birth- 
place. Tho amendment brought up 
tho quostinn of taxing the absentee land 
lords of Ireland. The Kt. Hon. Sir. if. 
Gorst, Conservative member for Cambridge 



University, moved to Jamenil Mr. Morley's 
proposal bv adding tho words " Or jiliue of 
residence." Tho Government oiipo.ncd the 
litter amendment. .Mr. Thomiia .Sexton 
(Auti-Parnellite), contonded thfit landlords 
wore drawing milliona of pounda from 
Ireland and spending tho money elsovvhoro. 
Ireland, he declared, ought to receive somo 
compensation from this practice. Mr. Wil- 
liam Redmond (I'arnellite) attributed the 
reoeut e.xibtenca of tho land league to 
absenteeism. Mr. Gladstone maintained 
that a tax upon absentee landlords would 
be sound in principle. Nevertheless, the 
question of the tax had not been made as a 
definite proposal, and thorcforo it would be 
left to tho discretion of the Irish Parlia- 
ment. Sir J. E. Gorst's amendment was 
rejected without a division. Mr. Morloy's 
was agreed to.

Mr. Clirlstophcr Iloljlnson on the Belirlng Sea

ToiioNTo, Aug. 22. — A few days ago two 
slick Hebrews arrived in tho city from Ham- 
ilton, and informed Moses Breslean and J, 
Rosenthal, a Yount; street pawnbroker, that 
they had a gold brick valued at between 
$3,000 and $1,000 whioh they were anxious 
to dispose of. The party started lor Ham- 
ilton, where the brick changed hands for 
$2,000. When the Toronto contingent in- 
vestigated the briok, they found it was only 
brass, gold plated. Detectives have the 
matter in hand, but no trace has been found 
yet of tho confidence men.

Paris, Aug. 22. — It is now known that 
reballota will have to be taken in 155 dia- 
tricts, Tho results of these reballota will' 
mostly be favorable to the Republecans, 
whose gains now roach a total of si.xty-threo 
seats. The majorities ^iven the several 
ministers in their respective districts oggre- 
gato nearly 25,000 more than their combined 
majorities when standing for election to the 
Chamber in LSS'J. In thia last general elec- 
tion the Boulangists re turned thirty -live motn- 
bera. Yesterday they only elected tlirce. 
Tho defeat of tho Royalists is causing much 
significant comment, and it is predicted that 
it means tho ultimate extinction of that 
party. Their strongholds have been wrested 
from them by the Republicans, who are 
jubilant. 

London, Aug. 22. — Several newspapers 
IJiibliah thia clasailication of the results of 
the French elections : Republic ma, 'S12 ; 
Socialistic, Radicals and Socialials, ,'iO ; the 
" rallied " I.') ; Conservatives, 50. 

The Chamber of Deputies is composed of 
58 1 members and is elected every four years 
by universal eulTrago. The reballota will be 
held September 3. 

The last chi^mber was elected in 1880, in 
the midst of a Boulanger crisis. The struggle 
was fierce, and in every part of the country 
public exoltement was at a white heat. M. 
Conatans was at the bead of the govorn- 
inont, and the pressure he brougho to bear 
was of a kind unfal tl\en unknown In French 
politics. The result was that the Boulang- 
iata were completely defeated. In the 
present elections complete calm reigned 
throughout the length and breadth of 
France. Were it not for the many colored 
electoral posters that cover every available 
inch of wall, no ono would have known who 
tho men were who aakcd to bo elected aa 
tho repreaentatives of the country. Tho in- 
difference of tho public as to tho result waa 
almost complete, except in a few depart- 
ments. Tho Dupuy ministry, although 
cxerciaing as much inlluence over public 
opinion as it can, has not resorted 
to the means employed by Conatans in 1880. 
E.'erywhero in the district of 'V^aur, how- 
ever, meetings were held, at which all tho 
parties attacked Clemenceau with accusa- 
tions of iiuving sold himself to England. 

France would like to see new men in 
power, but wants them to be us good repub- 
licans us tho men who are now managing 
the Government. Aa the form of govern- 
ment of the country ia not at stake tho mass 
of tho people take no interest in tho struggle'' 

The election was free from disorders anci 
oven excitement. Excepting^ a slight dis- 
turbance in the 'Vaar,',where ^^. ClemenceaU| 
the radical leader, had a hot fight, no 
trouble was reported. In Paris the poll, 
although much larger than usual, wts 
republican radical ; Descra B»rodot, re- 
publican radical ; and M. Denecheau, ed- 
itor of Eau Clttire, havo been elected. 
Milleand, Barodet and Lacroy sat in the 
lust chamber. 

Charles Floouet, who resigned the presi- 
dency of tho chamber because he waa 
besmirched by the Panama scandal, 
headed the list in his district, but will be 
obliged to try his fortune in a ballot. 

Ex-Premier Goblet, described by himself 
Hs a radical socialiat, polled the largest 
number of votes in his district, but like M. 
Floquet must await the final decision of 
a reballot, His principal opponent is 
Guyot, radical, and member of tho last 
ohan^ber. Mandrieux, ex-prefect of police 
and chief wire puller in tho Panama acandal, 
polled more votes than any other candidate 
in his district. In hia case also a second 
ballot is necessary. In his district of the 
Vaar, M. Clemenceau received the most 
votes, but failed of an election. A reballot 
will be necessary.

Ono of tho ni03t 
notable results is tho defeat of Count De- 
mun, leader of tho Catholica, and formerly 
an ardent Royalist in tho following of the 
Count of Paris. In the last chamber ho re- 
presented the second Pontivy district of 
Morbihan. 

M. Druniont, tho notorious Jew-baiting 
editor of La Libre Parole, waa defeated in 
Amiens. 

All of the cabinet oflioers have been re- 
eleoted, none meeting with serious opposi- 
tion. M. Wilson, son-in-law of the late 

President Grovy, and who was implicated iu 
the Legion of Honor scandal, is elected by a 
large majority in tho Loches district of the 
Indre et Loire. 

M. Delahayo, who was prominent in the 
Panama Canal exposure, is defeated in his 
district of the Ind^'o et Loire. 

The result in Lille is regarded as pe- 
culiarly significant. There Mr. Lozer, a 
Catholic, who belongs to tho so-called party 
of "the Rallied," waa elected over a social- 
ist by over 2,000 votes. 

Felix .lulos Melline, the French McKiq- 
ley, who, in tho last chamber, represented a 
district in tho department of tho 'Voages, 
was re-oleoted by 11,201 votes. Charles 
h'urry was returned from the same depart- 
ment. 

Later returns from the eleventh Arron- 
tlisaenient show that Lccroy will not be 
elected, and that a new ballot will bo necoa- 
aary. 

In the sixteenth Paul Moron, Boulangist, 

was ro- elected. 

In the twelfth M. Piston of La Justice 
will probably bo elected on the re-ballot. 
A re-ballot will be nooesaary in tho nine- 
teenth.

Tlie Construction of the South Ward 
> Schonl to Be Proceeded 
With Promptly. 



No Material Change in the Plans- 
Physical Culture to Be 
Thoroughly Taught. 

Trustee Caleb Jiiahop, elected to fill the 
vaouncy creutctl by the rcaigntttion of Trus- 
tee Frank (J. lliohiuds, jr., wua tlio acconil 
member to put ia on tippiaruuce at the 
: apsoial meetint; of the Fublio School Board 
held last evening. The conimuuicatlon from 
Mr.- W. ^ Bulli rnturniii;.; oflioor, an- 
nounoin^ Mr. Biahop'a election by iiccla- 
mation, was the firBt^busiucsa taken up, and 
this olBoial notifloation having heen received 
and spread on the minutes, the now trustee 
was formully wi-looined by the Chairman 
aud introduced to hi3 upsociates. Then the 
Board proceeded to business. 

The Chairman, ua a number of intcrcated 
arohitecta were in lUtendunce luul tlio specidl 
committee on Ecliool plana had reported, 
advised thut the matter of the new school 
houses bo first taken up. This was agreed 
to, and the fullowing communioation from 
Building Inspector W. VV. Northoott was 
read : 

Cn V II.M.T., ViCTOBIA, B.O., Aug. 22,1803. 

To the chaivinnn and Mcnihevs o/ the Board 
of ticltool Trustees : 

Gentlemen i— III Accordance with intlruc- 
tions rocoivo 1 from Trustees LovuM mid ^lar 
chant (cbo special coniinlttoe of the Hoard) I 
have examined the plans and specillc itlons 
subnuitcd to me by Mr. Wilson, architeci, ;inri 
numbered 1 to 8, for a proposed school build- 
luK to bo erected on the lots siiuato on tli(!

Mr. Wilson was then invited to lay his 
plan before the Board und the varioua eleva- 
tions having been displayed on the " round 
table " the trustees surrounded thern tm'i 
parliamentary procedure was for the time 
abandoned in their examination, the archi- 
tect answering the numerous (juestions 
which the inspection of the plans suggested 
Numerous uuimportant alterations calcu- 
lated to improve the original plana were 
pointed out, Mr. Wilson, the architect, 
giving the assurance that no material change 
had been made and the cost of oonstructiou 
had not been in any way increased. 

The inspeotion of the drawings being 
completed, IrnBtee Saunders moved with 
KuBted Lovell seconding, that the 
arohiteot be instrnoted to oall'for tenders 
upon the plans presented. 

Tbusxee YATB9 did not feel disposed to 
endorse the reBolntion, the original plans 
not being before the Board so ' that they 
could compare them with the completed set. 
The trustees should not take the architect's 
word that no material ohangea had been 
made, but should aeo for themselvea. 

Trustees Lovei^l and Saunders did not 
recognize the necessity for delay, it was 
easy to see that no material alteration had 
been made. 

Chairman EIayward also favored the 
adoption of the plans and the commence- 
ment of the work. The committee and 
architect both give the assurance that no 
changes had been made. 

Tkustei'. Makchant, in explanation, aaid 
that what little ohangea had been made 
were merely the natural development of the 
original plan. He asked the arohiteot if he 
was prepared to state that the chanpea 
would not be so accepted by any professional 
man ? 

Mr. Wilson thought this was a matter of 
opinion. He did not think the original 
plan had been deviated from in the preparu- 
, tlon of the working plan, except in tho 
matter of a covered playground, which wua 
the only important change. 

Trustke Bisiioi' expressed himself aa 
convinced that any little changes that had 
been made were in the direction of improve- 
ment, and therefore satisfactory. He sup- 
ported the resolution. 

The motion was put and prevailed, no 
vote being recorded against it, and the ques- 
tion of security was next considered. 
Whether bonds or a certified check should 
be demanded of tenderers woa the point in 
debate. It was finally decided to give tsnd- 
erers their choice of depositing a certified 
check for 5 per cent, of the amount of the 
tender, or of furnishing bonds to tho 
amount of S."),000. The buildings must bo 
roofed in before the end of November and 
completed duricg or before February. 

Messrs. Soule and D.iy next came forward 
with their working plans for the ><orth 
Ward school, which were submitted for in- 
spection. They, too, gave the assurance 
that no ohangea had been nmdo other than 
, those necessary in the development of the 
original plans. 

Trcstki'. Makchant inoveil that the 
chairman. Trustees Lovoll, V'ates and 
liishop, form n committee, to whom 
these plans be referred, this 
special comniitloc having power 
to locate the building on the site and call 
for tenders upon the same terms aa pro- 
vided in tho case of the South Ward school, 
after having received Mr. Northoott'a re. 
port. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Thomas Nichoison, principal of tho Vic- 
toria West school, wrote to rcijuest the ap- 
pointment of an additional teacher and 
that increased accommodation bo provided 
for his lower and fourth divisions. It was 
suggested that a re-arrangomont of tho 
classes might meet the difficulty, and Trua- 
jtee Mfrcbant moved the reference of the 
matter to a committee for a report. 

TansTEE Yates thought a certain amount 
\ of " weeding " might be done; he had been 
' led to believe that a number of children 
under school age wore acholara at Victoria 
West. 

Tku.stee Bisiior emphasized the need of 
Victoria West for increased accommodation, 

and the motion of Trustee Marchant pre- 
vailed, Tniatees Lovell, Bishop and Mar- 
chant being named as the committee. 

Letters from Thornton Fell, relative to 
the case of A. H. 1). lioss, M.A., were read 
and discussed. It was explained that Mr. 
Koas had been selected as one of tho teach- 
ing stall' of the High school, but as he failed 
to present himself for tho liritiah Columbia 
examinations ho failed to cjualify for tho 
Iioeition. His claim was that ho had been 
put to conBiderable loss by tho failure of the 
Board to inform him that it was necjaaary 
for him to pass a I'rovincial examination. 
As a lawsuit was threatened it was consid- 
ered advisable to numu a committee to meet 
Mr. Fell, and give him such information as 
they deemed advisable, and Trustees Lovell, 
Saunders and Yutea were named ua this 
committee. 

1>. Hobs and R. J. Hawkny thanked the 
Bo.ird for appointments on the teaching 
stair, and J. I'almerston, J. Sharpies and 
Richard Drake wroto to geonre appoint- 



ment 'as clerks of works. Tho former 
communications were received and hh d ; 
the latter were laid on tho table. 

Applications for supplies were next read 
and referred to the Supply onmmitto with 
power to act. 

A partial list of the attendance on "open- 
ing day " ahowed a considerable moroase. 
At the High sehool there were 11 1 present 
at the Bova' Central, 412 ; at tho Girls' 
Central, l-i'i ; Hilltide, l-i;i, and Victoria 
West, 192. These figures were ordered to 
be entered upon the minutes. 

Accounts for the month were received and 
referred to the -Finance coniniittoo for pay- 
ment if correct, and it was decided to ask 
local dealers to submit prices and patterns 
for a carload of seata — single and double. 

Just as tho motion to adjourn was pre- 
sented, Truateo Marchant brought forward 
a proposition looking to tho mnro thorough 
instruotion in physical culture, already in- 
cluded in I ho public school curriculum, and 
moved that the Board of ICdueation bo re- 
ijuested to grant a temporary certificate to 
Mr. John St. Clair, a gentleman eminently 
qualified to act as physical instructor. 

TrDSTEE Lovell objected, pronouncing 
tho introduction of a specialist in physical 
instruction an unwise innovation and one 
which would bo vigorously opposed by the 
public, und with reason. 

'I'la'sTEE Vatks seconded the resolution, 
and i xprcsaud hiniflclf strongly us in favor 
of physical instruction, which would cer- 
tainly be of more henelit to the pn|)ila th.in 
many of the aubjocts at preaeiit crammed 
into the heada of tho pupils. Ho was par- 
ticularly in favor of ovciy hoy and girl 
learning to Bwim, and this wua a special 
feature of Mr. St. Olair'e inatruotion. 

TitfsTKK liisiKip thought tho matter of 
physical instruction could bo very well at- 
tended to out of school by those who wished 
uich inatruation, and therefore opposed the 
resolution. 

TrI'sti.:!-' SAr.XDEUs had nothing to any in 
tlie matter. 

Tilt; Chairman favored the proposition 
especially aa Mr. St. Clair had volunteerec 
his services nt a salary of fUOO per annum 
and nn the resolution being put to vote, de 
cided in its favor, tlwre bsiog a tie. Trus 
tees Marchant and Yatea voted aye; Trua 
tees Lovell and Bishop nay. Trustee SauU' 
ders did not tske any part in the discussion 

The Board then adjourned.

Pulaweiy, who was employed as a gov- 
erness.

MISCFIISVO US PER VERSION. 

The miianer iu which the City Council 
doca its busioeas ia inexplicable. It does 
not comiiel thoae who live on atreota provid 
ed with sewora to connect tlieir housea with 
them, while, contrary to law, and in viola 
tion of Its oompact with tho ratepayers, It 
converts surface drains into sewers. Wo 
are informed that some membera of the 
Corporation, in an underhand way and 
without the Icuowlodgo of tho City Council, 
have given residents on View street per 
misaion to oonneot tbeir houses with the 
surfaoe drain thftt rant aloog that street, 
and that thoy have also allowed that surface 
drain to be used as a sewer in connection 
with the Central School. Such a proceed- 
ing, besides being dishonest, ia certain sooner 
or latter to be productive of con8e(|uences 
most injurious to the citizaDS. 

The City Council asked for leave to raise 
money to cut surface drains in different 
parts of tho city. They obtained the leave 
they desired for tho purpose speoilied, nnd 
for no otlier. The surface drains wore to 
oairy off the surface water. Thoy were not 
to be sewers. 

The City Council, at a very considerable 
expense, had a system of sewers laid out for 
the city on the separate principle. They were 
not intended to carry olT the surface water, 
Tc use the sewers aa aurfaco drains would, 
in a short time,- completely ruin them. 
They woald be choked up by the silt con- 
tained in the water, and the choking of one 
sewer of the system would be certain to 
make many others worse than useless, 
There ia nothini; mora dmgeroua to a neigh 
horhood than a sewer choked by iiiiauso. It 
is one of the worst diacaso breeders that can 
be imagined. The aldermen who have 
surreptitiously permitted the View street 
surface drain to be perverted into a sewer 
have done much to spoil both tho drain and 
the Bower. If tho surface water from View 
street is allowed to run into the Cook street 
sower, it must inevitably cboko it sooner or 
later. The cboklnK of View street sewer 
will cause sewer gas to acoamulate in the 
pipes, and this escaping in the houses and 
elsewhere will spread disease in the locali 
tics connected with that sewer. 

Then tlio View street surface drain, u liei 
it is used as a sower, will also become i 
aouroe of disease and unpleataantnesa, 

When the Corporstion allows household 
era living on streets in whioh there 
are sewers, to remain without connection 
with tho aewera it is lax and indulpent 
where it slunilil bo atriugeut and aevoro ; and 
those who permit householders to connect 
their residences with the View street and 
other surface drains, prove that thoy pos- 
sess neither principle nor intelligence. 
They, in eETeot, violate their own lawe, they 
break faith with the rate-payers, and they 
act with a stupidity which is almost in- 
comprehensible. 

Wc do not wonder that men of iatelll- 
gonce and public spirit complain bitterly of 
the vagaries and blunders of the City Coun- 
cil. It is, they say, aotiiro in wrong di- 
rections, nnd where it should he prompt and 
energetic, it ia dilatory and apathetic, 

T]W FRJiNCH ELISGTIONS. 

.Sundiiy'a elections made it clear that the 
Republic is firmly eatnbliahed in France. 
Tho Iniporialiats have entirely diaappoured 
and the Royalists are hardly known to 
exist. The people are, of oonrso, divided 
aa to tho policy to bo pursued by tho Oov- 
ernnieat and ua to tho men who shall have 
tho management of their affairs ; but aa to 
tho iorm of govornmont they shall livu 
under thoy are at last practically unonim nm. 
SEhe countenance giyen^ to the Repablio by 
the Pope, no doubt, iniDueiiced many who 
had up to that time regarded in its favor, 
Kepublicauism as inimical to religion. 
(ThU !o, no doubt, why the reactionists 



fared bo badly at tho polls on Sunday' 
Boulangeriam whioh, in spite of many 
scandals, kept dragginp; out a feeble exis- 
tence, received its eonp tic (jmcc at tho 
hands of tho peoplo. . 

It will be soon, when tho Clmmber moots, 
whether thogDupuy- Government has boon 
strengthened or not. The poojjlo of Franco, 
iu these days, take very little intercut in 
political changes. They appear to Lhiult 
that one (lovernment ia aa good, or as bud, 
ag nnother, and consequently thoy liaidly 
notice the downfall of a ministry, and thoy 
tHito bnt a very feeble interest in tho ono 
that takes its place. But France ia, never- 
theless, tolerably well governed. There is 
very littlo disorder bi the country, and it ia 
fairly prosperous. 

A TALKING MATOH. 

Tho ConRi-esa of the United States ia just 
now deluged with talk. The speech-making 
in the House of Reprosentativea ia not what 
is properly called debate. Members deliver 
sotspceohod intended to bo read by their 
couatitiients. l\ir the most part thoy are 
easoya which have no reference whatever to 
wliiit hiia been euiil by preceding 9i)eukera. 
No one supposes for a moment that what is 
said will influence a single vote. Some, in- 
deed, speak with almost theavowed purpose 
of killing time. 

Tho oountry is looking on while Congress 
ia pow-wowing with an iinpatienee wliicli 
many aro at no paina to conceal. They 
want Congress to act and not to talk. Tho 
issue is an important one, and there is no 
time to be lost. "Tho time has gone 
by," tho St, Paul Pioneer Press aaya, 
"for trilling and trimming. The day hiui 
paaaod when a man might please a few loud 
lalkcrs by volin^^ for silver eoiiiag.^ and 
comfort Ills friends by assuring them that 
lie was sound enough on the principle of 
money, but felt that ho ou;?lit to make some 
little concession." 

Kveryoue, both in and out of Congress, 
knows that tho apeech-making ia for show 
only. F.verythiug ia aetlled in caucus, and 
thoao who are in tho aecrota of the ditlcrent 
parties know how every member will vote. 
Predictions have been made by persons as- 
suming to be well informed aa to the com- 
parutivo strength of the silver and the unti- 
silver parties in both branchea of the legis- 
lature. It is aaid that of tho eighty-live 
membera of tho Senate forty-four will vote 
for the anconditional repeal of the Sherman 
law. This gives forty-one against it. The 
majority of three seems to be a very narrow 
ono and loaves a good opportunity for the 
obatructivea, who, it is said, are determined 
to do their best to delay the passage of the 
bill through the Senate. 

In the Hoaae of Representatives it is pre 
dieted that if the Silver bill, which is for 
unconditional repeal, paaaos tho danger 
point it will bo carried with a majority of one 
hundred or more. The anti-silver party in 
the Houao of Keprcsentativea ia composed of 
both Democrats and Republicans, It is 
readily conceded that the bill cannot pass 
without the help of the Repablioans. 

How long it will bo before the question 
cornea to a vote, it is impossible to say, but 
aa the businesa men of the Union are in 
better heart than they wcru a week or two 
ago, it is only reasonable to presume that 
some influential men among them have had 
an assurance that tho repeal bill is certain 
to pass before very long. 

A FEW HINTS. 

It would do Alderman liragg no harm 
if tho electors of thelSorth Ward reminded 
him that they did not send him to tho City 
Council to gratify his own whims or to vent 
his private spite on thoae whom he dialikes. 
It would be quite in order if they told him 
that they elected him to aid in doing the 
buainess of the city, and to look after the 
interests of tho citizens. Thoy might alao 
try to show him that ho is not doing their 
work or performing tho duty of a city coun- 
cillor when he prevents business being 
done because the other qualified 
members of the Council do not vote and 
speak in the way he approves. It may be 
hard to convince Alderman liragg that tho 
member of tho Council who, merely l)ecauao 
businesa cannot be done without him, leaves 
his place when he cannot have his own way, 
Is neither doing his duty nor acting a manly 
part. He might be shown that if every other 
qualified member acted aa bo did at Monday 
night's meeting of Council, that body would 
become a nuiaauco, and would Incur the ^ 
tempt of every man of sense within the 
city's limita. It appears that Alderman 
Bragg ia deaf to reaaon and argument, when 
tlio speaker ia an ordinary citizen who votes 
iu one of ' the wards which bo does 
not represent. It might bs difTerent 
if tho men who placed him in llio Coun 
and who have tho power to turn him out 
when voting day oomoa round, told him u 
littlo wholesome truth with respect to bis 
position as a City Councillor and thn duties 
he is expected to perform. He would, 
perhaps, accept suggeationB from them 
which ho would reject if offered by others. 
We trust that tho electors of the North 
Ward will give Alderman liragg a little of 
the instruction ho so badly Deeds. It 
would, iu all probability, do him a world of 
good. He is their servant, and a littlo 
lecture from them might bring him to a 
sense of his duty, and might probably 
oiroot a reform that cannot Lo brought about 
by any other means. 

A POINT^SETTLBD. 

Wo trust that we have heard tho last of 
tho oflensivo nonsense about "poachers," 
as applied to British sealers in Gohrlng Sta, 
riio Award of the Arbltratora has aottled 
once for all that lloliring Sea is part of the 
ocean, which ia freo to all, and that after 
this the American caught sealing withiti the 
sixty-mile limit ia q^uito as much a poacher 
aa tho veulureaome " Britisher " who at- 
tempts to act in defiance of the Award, to 
which bis own Government ia a party. It 



is now seen that tho claim to exclusive jur- 
iadiotion over the waters of Behring Sea, 
set up by the Americana with such confi- 
dence, was without oven tho shadow of a 
foundation. Tho American counsel did 
not oven seriously oonlond for it bofore the 
arbitrators. It follows- then - that the. Brit- 
ish sealers were never poaohera. 

A LITTLB TOO FAST. 

Tho Timca believoa that tho Americans 
are allowed by tlio Award of tho llohring 
Sea arbitrators to kill aeala on the Pribyloff 
IsUinda. 'L'ho reaaon it gives is that, " tho 
United States would not for a moment 
think of consenting to the regulation of 
sealing on its territory being taken out of 
its own lunula." But we ace that it must 
coiiaent to porniit the regulation oi aealing 
on part of its territory at any rate to paaa 
out of its hunda, for by Article I, Ameri- 
can uitiz3us aro not allowed " to kill, 
capture or pursue at any time, or in any 
manner whatever, the animals commonly 
called fur aoula," in tho territorial waters 
around those Islands. Our oiiteinporary 
knows tlnvt the three-mile limit bolt is as 
much American territory as tho soil and 
rocks it surrounds. There is no doubt that 
the regulation of the sealing in that part of 
its territory is taken by the Award out of 
the hands of the United States, anil if in 
I ho part of its territory covered by water, 
why not in that part of it above high water 
mark 1 It remains to be seen whether any 
one, either American citizen or British sub- 
ject, can, after the Award is ratified aud 
goes into effect, go nearer the Pribyloff 
Islands for tho purpose of killing seals than 
the rim of tho sixty-mile belt.

the streets to the court house and called for 
the Mayor this morning. When Mayor 
Kerr made his appearance, he was greeted 
with cries of " bread " and " work." 
Several of the workmen made spooohes, de- 
manding that the city officials go to \Vash- 
ington and try to have tho law which made 
the hard times repealed. The' said they 
nmst have work or their families 
would starve. Mayor Kerr advised them 
to return to their homes and procure 
work wherever they could. He said tho 
city would soon have money enough to 
prosecuta public improvements and give 
mony men work. The mob then retired. 
On the way to the court house tho crowd 
looted a candy stand and appropriated some 
of a fruit merchant's stock. Last night a 
party of workmen who had just been dis- 
charged stopped a baker's wagon on North 
avenue and compelled tho driver to give up 
his stock of bread. The sumo party went 
into a saloon, ordered drinks, and refused 
to pay for tham. Some of the agitators 
promise a larger and more sensational 
gathering to-morrow.

Police Maffiati-ato Macrae Holds M. C. 
JBlwn Guiltj' of Violatiue: the 
Sunday Closliig: LaAvs, 



And Also Pi'ouounces iu Favor of the 
Coustitutioaality of tlie 
Revenne By-law. 



Police MoRistrato Mucrao yesterday 
morning gave judgment in the ease of M. C. 
Brown, charged with an infrnotion of the 
Li(luor License Act, ISUl, holding the li- 
ccnaeo liiiblo for the acta of an employe, and 
imposing a fine of §50 and coats. The to\ t 
of the judgment, which is an important one, 
is appended: 

" Ro M. C. Brown — In this ciiae Michael 
C. Brown, lioldor of a retail liquor licenau 
in respect of hotel premises forming p;\rt cf 
IJiick's building on Kroml street, was charg- 
ed on Wednesday last with having unlaw- 
fully disposed of a certain liquor, to wit, 
beer, in his licensed premises on Sunday, 
6th inst., contrary to the Liquor Liceuac 
Regulation Act, 1891. 

"The two witnesses for the prosecution, 
who Rave evidence with great reluctance, 
testiSed that they had been in the bar room 
of defendant's hotel from abont midnight of 
Saturday, 5th inst., until dajrbreak on Sun- 
day; that a bartender, known to tliem us 
"Jim," was in charge; that they drui,k, 
each of them, nearly ft bottle of beer, the 
one saying tnat he got his bottle from tlie 
barkeeper, the other that he found a glass 
and beer bottle with the cork drawn on a 
table in the^saloon and drank two glasaea of 
the beer; and that there wore other persona 
— they were not prepared to say how many 
— in the bar room while they were there. 

"The defendant, in anawer to his counael, 
stated that the bartender had been iu liia 
employ for about three months, had been 
charged not to supply liciuor during pro- 
hibited hours, and had admitted to him 
(the defendant) tliat lie liad given two bot- 
tles of beer on the morning of the Gth inst. 
to two young men "to got clear of thcni." 
On croas-oxamination defendant would not 
say that licjuor had not been drunk in his 
premises between the hours of 10 a. m. and 
•2 p. m. on the same Sunday, when he was 
himself in charge of the bar, 

" Althougli to my mind the charge laid 
was proved beyond all doubt, I reserved 
judgment at the rrciuest of defendant's 
counsel, who contended tlitit a master can- 
not be held criminally responsible for the 
acts of his servant, unless such responsi- 
bility is imposed in expressed words by 
Statute, and handed in aliatof authorities in 
support of his contention. Having carefully 
considered the cases, I think it ueceasary to 
refer to only one of them, that on wliich 
counsel seemed chiefly to rely, Chisholm vs. 
Dulton, 5S L. J , M. C. IXi There at p. 
135, Cave, J., says: 'It has always been a 
principle of common law that tho master 
oannot be held criminally responsible for tho 
act of bis servant.' And these words were 
forcibly pressed upon me by couosel. The 
learned judge (at p. 1.^6) qnalifies this some- 
what broad statement as follows: 'Certain 
cases ' — referring to Redgato vs. Haynea, L. 
K. 1, Q B. D. SO; Mullina vs. Collins, 0. 
Q. B., 'J92; Cuniiy vs. Le Coe, L. R. 13, Q B. 
l3. 207 — ' have been cited, in which it 
has been decided under the licensing acts 
that haviug regard to the intention of tho 
acts, it is to bo inferred that the Legislature 
inteOded that tho master should ba respon- 
sible for the act of his servant. Tho decis 
iona have doubtless gone to that length. I 
venture to adopt with a modification the 
language of .Stephen, J., in Bond vs. Evans, 
57 L.J., M.C. 13.'!. The intention of section 
4 of tho Liquor L'ojute Regulation Act, 
1S91, is that Sunday drinking in licensed 
preniisea ia prohibited, uud the responsibility 
of prohibiting it is thrown upon tho licensed 
person. If he fails he ia subject to a penalty.' 
On any other principle of interpretation the 
liquor act might be evaded with tho utmost 
facility and impunity, and would be reduced 
to a dead letter. 

" I therefore hold that tho defendant, by 
his bartender, his agent in that behalf, has 
contravened the act, convict him of the of- 
fence charged and adjudge him to forfeit 
and pay a penalty of S50 and §2 costs, to bo 
recovered by distress, and in default of dis 
trP'n to bo imprisoned for one month." 

Tho Magistrate alec convicted in tho 
" Chinese peddier cases," holding the 
Revenue by-law to l;e constitutional and 
giving the following written judgment, us 
counsel for the defendant. Ah Sim, bad in- 
timated his intention of carrying an appeal 
to the higher court : 

" Be Ah Sim, Ah Mee and Jock Ting— 
These three defendants were severally 
charged with having, on certain days during 
the current month, unlawfully carrieii on 
the business of a peddler in the city of Vic- 
toria without a liccnoe, contrary to the 
' Revenue by-law, 1893.' 

" In the absence of statutory definition of 
the words ' hawker ' and ' peddler,' 1 adopt 
those contained in lJurna, .luatice: 'A 
hawker is an itinerant trader who goes 
about from place to place carrying with him 
and selling wares.' 'A peddler is a hawker 
in small wares.' 

"The evidence adduced at the hearing 
leaves no doubt in my nund that the three 
defendants have, aa charged, been acting as 
peddlers without a license for the curreot 
half year. 

" iVom the view I have taken it is not 
neceasary to discuHH the oases, wliich Mr. 
Foil and -M r. Ilelmcken were good eiiougli 
to submit for my consideration, and wliich 
I have read with intercat. In my opinion 
section 201, suh-aoctiou 12, of the 'Municipal 
Act, 1S92,' ia within tho extenaive powers 
oontcrred upon tho Provincial LcgiHlature 
by the B. N, A. Act, I8ti7, section 92, sub- 
section 9, and tho City Council has, in sec- 
tion 13 of Schedule A, of tho 'Revenue By- 
law, 1893,' duly oxcroised the power con- 
ferred upon it by the Municipal Act. 

" I therefore convict the defendants sev- 
erally, nnd as their oases are admittedly teat 
cases, fine them aoverally onu dollar, to- 
gether with tho amount of till! lic.jtiai; fi:M, 
twenty dollars, which penidty of twent.y-imc 
dollars in each case is, if necessary, to be re- 
covered by distress ; and in default nf dis- 
tress in any case I adjudge tho defendants 
to bo imprisoned for one week. One montli 
ia allowed in each case for the payment of 
tho fine."

Harrison's Foriuer CoiuiitroUer of tlie 
Treasury Defends tlie Sher- 
man Act. 



Wasiiiscitos, D.C, Aug. 21. — Tho iater- 

•eat in the ailv-er debiito was to-dr.y trjus- 
■ferred from tho Houao to tho SoDAte, but 
tho nudicncu in tlio former parliaincntiiry 
body \vu3 not cutii ely dieuppoluted, ulthough 
Mr. lUeckenridjic, of Kentuckj', who wua 
«xpeote(l to open tiia debate, did not 
appear. Mallory (Deni.) ^Florida, was the 
lirst speaker niriuuBt the iinconditiomd le 

4)0111 of the SliL'rimin law. ILopkiim (llcp.) 
lliuois, took the other aide, eniphtitiually 
charging the Deinofirats with partizinship. 
Tho new Populist from Nevoda (Newlaiids) 
made a good impreaaiou in liia maiden 8i)coch, 
whicli was ft vigorous uue, in support of tint 
free coinage of silver. ISyuuiii (Uein.), 
Indirinu, inikdo a sliort ljuL ilcoiaivu aryu- 
iiicnt in favor of tlie Wilson bill. Tlic 8ur- 
priae ot ihu day was the spcoch of flepburu 
(Rep.), Iowa, who was comptroller of the 
troasury under the Hiirrison udniinistrution. 
Ho dia;igreed with his colloanues, and de- 
clared n^' (iiisl the repeal of the Sherman 
law, Tliat law, ho contended, had been 
bcnclicial in its oll'ects, and it fchtuild not 
now ho rcpc.iled. Jones (Deni. ), ^'irJ^inia, 
closed the day'a dehiite with an arf^'umeiit in 
favor of lii-inetiillisni. In the evening 
.Other siieeehcii, pro, and con., wero di?- 
livered. 

To-ilay (hero w.is fjallicrcd within the 
walla (if the Senate (.Chamber a larger at- 
tendance of Benatora on the lloor and of 
spectatiTd in tiie giillerica thmi haa been 
seer fur many tlaya. Tlie reason wa.s the 
aunouacenienL that the Senatu uas U< be 
addresacd by Jlr. V'orheoa (Deinoural) la- 
dianH) chairman of tho Finanee committee, 
in support of the bill reported by him, dia- 
cantlQuiDg the purchaso of silver bullion. 
The apeecn began at 1:2:25 and (slosed at 
2 p. m., and was listened to from tho be- 
ginning to tho end with close and eager 
attention. Both ou iho lloor and in iho 
galleries, there waa hut one attempt made 
to divert Mr. Voorheca from the current 
of his speech, but he declined abso- 
lutely to yield to any interruption. 
There was also but one noanifestatlou of 
approval from the galleries imd that wm 
promptly suppressed and ita repetitiou for- 
bidden by tho vice-president. Tlie Spoecl: 
VTM followed by an argument by Mr» Du- 
bois, (Rep) Idaho, in oppositioQ to the bill as 
a measure for the establiabment of gold 
nionometalliani, audby ona from Mr. Palmer, 
(Dem) Illinois, in support of the bill andbug- 
geating the difBcuLty, if not imposBibility, of 
bi-mettallism according to the Chicago plat- 
form. The last hour or two of the session 
passed in diacusaing Mr, Cockerell'a 
amendment to tho bill for an inoreaBc of 
EutLonul circulation, bub no action waa taken 
upon it, and at it:\Q the Senate adjourned. 

New YoiiK, Aug. 21. — Tho American 
Bankers' Association haa issued an addresa 
to the banks of tho United States, iu which 
it calls upon them to petition Congress to 
repeal the Sherman Act immediately and 
unconditionally. President Rhawn, in the 
address, says among other} things, " that 
tho extraordinary monetary crisis through 
which the United States is now passing, 
which involves the banks of tho country to 
an extent that compels their olUcera to re- 
main coustantly'at tho post of duty while 
danger is imminent, haa constrained the 
bankers to indetinitely postpone their 
annual convention called for September 
and 7, at Chicago. This will prevent such 
an e:<preabion upon tho part of tho associa- 
tion as the linancial situation demands, 
which otherwise would be made. It thus 
became the duty of the officers of the 
associntiou to speak for it at this time and 
suggest whut seems to them to be the pro- 
per action for the bankers of the country 
to immediately take, with a vienr to obtain 
speedy relief from tho continued and dis- 
astrouB stringency." 

The New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation has sent the following circular to 
camroeroial badiva throughout the country, 
noderdateof Julyir>: "The undersigned 
had the honor, by instruction of the New 
York' Board of Trade and Transportation, 
to address to 1,315 commereial organiza- 
tions in the United States a circular letter 
requesting each of said organizations to for- 
ward to us at once certified copies of any 
action it had taken upon tho repeal 
of the compulsory silver purchas- 
ing secliona of the Sherman law. 
Wo also rL(|aeated immediate reply to the 
following (|ueaLion, viz. : Will your organ- 
izitioii send at least two delegates to a 
convention of coiniiiereial bodies in Wash- 
ington, IJ. (/., on or about Septcmhcr !, if 
it be deeideil to call such a convention, to 
take action upon the linancial and husineas 
situation '■ \Ve stated as clearly as Me 
could that our desire waa to receive all re- 
Holutions, eit her for or against ft repeal, and 
also to iji curo aa fidl representation as 
po.ssibli-. of both bides of tho pend- 
ing eon !r()vrr«y, should the pro- 
posed coiiveiitioa be held. Ke[)liea 
have cor.u! to ub in large nundierafrom eoni- 
tnercinl organi/.alioiia in all parts of the 
country approving the propoaition to hold a 
convention and naming delegates thereKj; 
also urging upon Congress the immediate 
and unconditional repeal of the silver pur- 
chasing aectiona of the Sherman law. On 
the other baud only oni? of the ],,'>()() com- 
mercial organizations addressed, vi/: The 
Denver Cliumber of Commerce, haa for- 
warded resolutions opposing repeal . So fur 
as the business men of tho country are con- 
cerned, the time for discussion has 
.passed and a time for immediate, 
earnest, inteliigent and united action 
has arrived. With this statement ve earn- 
estly re(|aeat your organization to sand at 
least two delegates, or sach number as you 
may bo entitled to under rules of the 
National 15oard of Trade, to a national con- 
vention of eonirnerciul organizations, to be 
held at Willards Hall, Waahington, 1) C, 
on Tueaday, I'Jth September, ISI).'!, begin- 
ning at 12 o'clock noon, for the purpose of 
urging upon Congress tho business ncces- 
aily f(jr iho imniediato and unconditional 
repeal of thofiilver purchasing soutions of the 
Sliermaa law, and also tho ftppoinlmcnt of 
ft non-partiaan expert commiHaion to con- 
sider future financial needs of the country.'

This finiher dampened thu ardor of 
the Htriki!rii, luiil u 111,1 jority of thomi|iiiet 
ly vveniled Uiuir u iiy back to the place from 
which they had started. Only 2IJ0 out of 
the -1,000 who had started jjorsistod in their 
determination to proceed. The police did

.small nuinlier, ami coneeiiuontly they were 
allowed to go ahead without police escort 
It is evident that they did not go far, how- 
ever, for up to this evening they had not 
arrived at tho alleged destination. The 
non-union miners are still at work.

The Knotty Point iu the Finance 
OQminittee's Beport Dia- 
. ' posed Of. 



Resolut ion PaBsed Eetusing the Ylo- 
toria & Sidney Railway 
RiffUtof Way. 

Somebody put oil on tho wheels of the 
delicate municipal mucliinery laat evening, 
and the result was that tho business brouglit 
before tlio Couccil was disposed of much 
more smoothly than anyone had an expecta- 
tion of. The single four— Aid. McKillioan, 
Munn, Styles and Brugg— woro on hand, 
with tho Mayor in l!io chair. 

Tho first (jucstiou brought up was tho 
adoption of tho report of the Financo com- 
mitteo, in which there was a recommenda- 
tion of an appropriation for the construc- 
tion of the Junics Bay surface drains in ac- 
cordance with tho contract entered into 
with Coughlun ,1- Mayo. This is tho rock 
on which tho Council split on Monday 
niglit, and as soon as it came up, 

Al.i>. )iK.\(;(: raised tho same objection as 
ho had laUen on Monduy night, that the 
matter of tlic Jamea l!,iy suif.ice drains 
was now in tho handa of the court. While 
ho did not want to do.lay public buaineaa, ho 
would not consent to iho appropriation of 
§iJ,OU(), and if the Financo committee in- 
sisted on going on with their report, he 
would uso tho "point" ho held and leave 
his scat. 

Mayok Bk.wkk suggested that Aid. 
Brogg was wrong ; thia matter was not in 
tho hands of the court. The contract had 
bcon awarded to Coughlan & Mayo, in ac- 
cordance witli tho motion of Aid. Buker, 
supplemented by a motion of Aid. Bragg, 
that the City Clerk should attach the cor- 
poration seal to the contract.

NEW YORK ANARCHISTS. 



A .Secret Gatherins- of Them KalUed 
by the rolico Vea- 
terduy. 

They Try to Take Toasessiou of a 
Labor Meetiugf, But Are 
Foiled. 



Nkw York, Aug. 22. — Tho anarchists 
tried to hoodwink the police this morning, 

and held a meeting at 97 Stanton street. 
They had given out that the meeting would 
take place uL 2 o'clock, lusteail of that,, 
however, they decided to hold it at noon. 
Kverything went along swimmingly 
until 1 o'clock, when suddenly I'olico 
Captain Borey himself with two 
roundsmen and thirty policemen in 
full uniform moved down upon the 
"reds." Tho greatest excitement enaucil. 
Some li tho Anarchists made a futile at- 
tempt to stand and light, but a vigorous use 
of clubs soon dispelled them. Finally the 
mob was driven away and a number 
arrested. Tho majority of tho oflicors went 
back to the station house with 
the captain, and only a half dozen 
were left to guard tho place. 
The Anarchists decided to hold a 
meeting in Stanton street after they had 
been refused admission to Covenant hall. 
They posted a notice on tho hall building 
for everyone to proceed to Stanton street. 
The notice had been seen by one of the cap- 
tain's men and the raid followed. Before 
tho raid several speeches were made. ^Vhcn 
it became generally known that no more 
meetings would be allowed, the more judi- 
cious of the socialists and anarchists met in 
secret session and disouasecl the situation. It 
is said that EmniaGoIdman was present and 
delivered one of her fiery speeches. 

The United Hebrew trades, composed of 
twenty-threo difierent unions, met to-day. 
There are in tho city thouaands of men in 
tho organization. Tho object of tho meet- 
ing waa to try lo find measures for relief of 
tho unemployed. As tho membors of tho 
union aro for tho most part of a tjuiet 
peaceful temperament, no trouble 
was expected. As a precaution. Captain 
Uevery was present in uniform with a dozen 
men in eiti/.^na clothes and four iu uniform. 
At 2 o'clock Canal atreot, east of the 
Bowery, to I'ythagora avenue, waa packed 
with the membera of the union tradoa. The 
crowd was fairly well dressed and orderly. 
Chairman Jacob Milch called the 
meeting to order. Ho explained the 
object of tho meeting was to provide 
ways and means for tho unemployed. 
Alexander .Tonaa, a well-known German 
leader ou the East aide, noted for his lean- 
inga to Socialism, was introduced as tho 
principal speaker of the evening. Mr. 
Jonas was received with applause, and 
started into telling how, if the workmen 
would vote the Sooinlists ticket, their condi- 
tion would be ameliorated. Prom all over the 
hall shouts went for speakers who were not 
known to tho olliocre of tho Hebrew United 
Trades. tlrauuaiiy the rough element 
present aEserted itself. There were repeat- 
ed cries for biead, and epithets were hurled 
at tho capitftlistii. The chairman arose tttiu 
pounded with his gavel for order. Capt. 
Uevery instructed his men to eject tho dia- 
turbera, several of whom ho recognized aa 
anarchists, Tbo crowd was so denso 
that the polico were unable to reach 
them. The anarchists kept closing 
in around tho rostrum. Among them waa u 
surly-looking man with u roil flig partly 
hidden under his coat, who gradually forced 
his way to the stops leading to the platform. 
When tho speaker finished several of tho 
anarchists sprang forward, mounted tho 
platform, and commenced to harangue the 
meeting. Capt. Devery started to force his 
way to the platform, shouting "stop, stop." 
Chairman Milch pulled one the anarchists 
away from the front and demanded what 
he meant. The fellow broke away and dis- 
appeared in the crowd. Theanarohlats see- 
that they did not receive any support 
plunged back into tho crowd again. The 
police wero so few in number that they were 
powerless to reach and arrest them. Alex- 
ander .louas, iulonsifled tho excitement by 
ahouting, " What right have tho police to 
interfere?" Captain Devery shouted back 
that lie could not discriminato between 
peaceable apcakcrs and aiiarchista, and that 
tho meeting would have to come to an end. 
Instead of obeying the Captain'a injunction, 
one man cried ; " Vou can diapciiae tho 
meeting, but I'll remain." Cliairiiuui 
.Milch alcpneil forward and aaked all pre- 
sent to depart, " Before blood ia apilled," 
he uddod. Tlio meeting broke up in llio 
greatest disorder. Excited knota of men 
gathered oulsido and denounced tho anar- 
chists. Captain Devery has tneu out look- 
ing for the anarchists who created tho dis- 
order.
